This is typical of German methods not only in! 
this country, but abroad. In Italy the propaganda’ 
that opened the Italian lines was ,preceded by a 
long drive against the farming communities. An) 
agrarian sentiment was procured against the war, 
against the high cost of labor and necessary sup- 
plies, against the drafting of farm workers and 
against the Government control of the price of 
wheat and breadstuffs. Crop shortages resulted | 
and a bread famine ensued. A similar campaign 
is now proceeding in America. 

Alien-enemy farmers have been secretly coun-| 
seled to -hoard their wheat; several such hoard-. 
ers have been caught by the Food Administration | 
and their grain has been confiscated. For the 
loyal farmer a concerted attempt is being made 
to present his war-time problems to him as a class | 
grievance.

reach “war profits,” says the Secretary of the 
Treasury in a letter to the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House. It 
does not indeed, and that is one reason why the 
present war revenue is unequal and unscientific. 
Its authors were at great pains to impose double 
taxes on what they regarded as “excess profits” 
which may have had no relation to war. They 
failed in many respects to reach 
clearly traceable to’ war. 

“Excess profits,” meaning everything to a 
salary now depleted by war to whatever a horse- 
back lawyer in the Treasury Department may 
designate as such, have no necessary connection 
with war profts. Why, then, confuse the two? 


.|The levy upon incomes, corporate or personal, 


which is to be increasingly heavy as they rise in 
amount, meets or can be made to meet at one 
stroke every degree of earnings properly to be 
described as “excessive” except in the case of war 
profiteers. 

When the Secretary urges the justice and wis- 
dom of giving all engaged in war industries gen- 
erous returns for their labors and risks—the 
Government to tax away their profits beyond a 
certain percentage—he meets intelligently an is- 
sue which is more and more engaging the atten- 
tion of the people, and which, if not corréctly 
settled, is sure to prove troublesome. On this 
._point reasonable men in and out .of Congress 
have long been agreed that Government cannot 
by law or executive order prohibit profit or 
make it precarious and at the same time derive 


| great revenues from that source. 
By such cross-purposes the present law has, 


been brought into disrepute, for between meth- 
ods so cinflicting it is probable that many-a 
profiteer has escaped. Congress cannot afford 
to deal with a subject so momentous in a way 
that is both slipshod and dangerous. There are 
men in that body who even now in matters of 
taxation, proclaim the theory of German propa- 
ganda and pacifism, that this is a rich man’s 
war and that it is their inveterate hostility to 
wealth that has made it difficult to separate the 
profiteer from the patriot, or to place in due 
proportions the burdens of war upon the com- 
paratively few who have been enriched by war. 

The first requisite of a new revenue bill should 
be brevity and clarity. It ought not to contain 
a single dubious paragraph or sentence. It 
ought not to embrace anybody's freakish dema- 
gogy or anybody’s vengeful classism. It should 
be so simple that trickery and favor must fall 
before it. Above all else, it should recognize the 
profits of war as well as the inevitable losses of 
war and make a very decided distinction be- 
tween those who gain and those who lose. 

If Congress can interpret and develop in its 
legislation the true spirit of the American peo- 
ple in this struggle there will be no more com- 
plaint of taxation whatever it may Be in amount 
than is met with in response to the call for men. 
But with money, as with men, the levy must be 
just, and it must comprehend ability to pay and 
duty to pay as well as willingness to pay. 
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LOUISIANA AND NATIONAL PROHIBITION. 

A curious instance of referring the national 
prohibition amendment to a referendum of the 
voters of one State senatorial district is an- 
nounced in Louisiana. This situation follows a 
chain of unusual circumstances and it will be the 
first opportunity of any body of voters to express 
their opinion on this question. 

Louisiana was hailed as the first State to reject 
the national amendment. The House in that State 
was strongly favorable to the amendment, but 
the Senate vote was a tie. There was one va- 
cancy in the Senate when the vote was taken 
and as the Lieutenant-Governor declined to vote, 
the tie was equivalent to a rejection of the 
amendment. 

Following this vote, Gov. Pleasant has called 
for a special session of the Legislature to meet 
from Aug. 5 to 14 for the purpose of taking up 
the national amendment with a full membership, 
it having,been arranged to hold a special election 
in the Winn and Grant Parishes to elect a Sen- 
ator. It is granted that former Senator Harper 
from these parishes would have voted for the 
amendment had he not at that time been under 
suspension because of charges made against him 
under the espionage law. He has since resigned, 
rather than go to the expense of fighting the 
charges against him. 

No one expects a change in the sentiment of the 
House members to affect the vote. Strong po- 
litical pressure is being brought against the 
Senators, but it is believed that all will vote in 
August as they did in May. So the national 
amendment is to be the issue in two Louisiana 
parishes, with a prospect that the verdict there 
will mean one State for or against the amend- 
ment. Louisiana is a wet State, but those who 
are asking the special session think their parishes 
will vote dry. 
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LOYALTY WINS IN ARKANSAS. 

The Arkansas primaries, the first of State nom- 
inations for this year, appéars to be handwriting 
on the wall for those candidates who are at- 
tempting to win offices by before-the-war meth- 
ods. The candidates who stood pat on “win-the- 
war” platforms and ignored politics Were nomi- 
nated by a vote ranging from two to three to 
one. In many cases the loyalty candidates were 
incumbents and naturally had incurred the dis- 
pleasure of certain politicians who were willing 
to vote against them, no matter What platform 
the opponent held. 

Gov. Brough and United States Senator Joe T. 
Robinson were the notable candidates. Both 
were renominated by two votes to the opponents’ 
one. Neither of these men made a speaking cam- 
paign in his own behalf, and it must be remem- 
bered that the “stump” has had a larger influ- 
ence on Arkansas elections in the past than in 
any other state. It was the key to the power of 
Jeff Davjs and others of his kind, so long the 
idols of Arkansas Democracy. But Brough and 
Robinson made no political campaign except in 
newspaper advertisements, answering questions 
raised on the stump by their opponents. Most 
of the advertising on their behalf was prepared 
and paid for by loyal business men, who decried 
the raising of personal and other “stump” ques- 
tions during this campaign. Both Brough and 
Robinson gave as much of their time to public

BE GOOD, KANSAS CITY! 

Representatives of industrial organizations of 
nine countfes in Southeastern Kansas met in 
Pittsburg, Kan., recently and adopted severe reso- 
lutions demanding that Kansas City, Mo., “clean 
up that city, so as to make it safe for law-abiding 
visitors, and keep it so.” 

The occasion for this unusual expression was 
the recent murder in Kansas City of D. W. Har- 
grave, a business man of Chanute, who, it ap- 
pears, was shot by thugs as he was passing a 
gambling house in which there had been a row 
and some of the participants were escaping. Sev- 
eral of the business men attending the protest 
meeting expressed themselves very plainly as to 
the conduct of the Kansas City police in this and 
other cases. Especially was it resented that the 
police should seek to make it appear that Mr. 
Hargrave and his companion were about to enter 
the gambling place. Most of those at the meet- 
ing appeared to think that the Kansas City po- 
lice have long assumed an intolerant attitude to- 
Ward ‘Kansas visitors and have sought to put 
the blame on them when they, through ignorance 
of the city’s geography, wandered into danger- 
ous districts and were robbed. It was said at 
the meeting that the police would say to such 
victims: ‘Well, if you’d stayed in Kansas -you 
wouldn’t have been robbed.”’ 

Kansas City, with its row of State line saloons, 
long has been a sore spot with many Kansans. 
Some of the Kansas towns have declared a boy- 
cott on Kansas City now until the “vice evils” are 
cleared out. ee cee 

The Kansas City Chamber of Commerce has 
been writing to these organizations, seeking to 
Clear up ‘the situation and calling attention to 
the reward offered by the chamber for thé arrest 
of the slayers of Mr. Hargrave. But it is action 
the Kansans demand.

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LIGHT ON GERMAN FINANCE | 
From the San Antonio Light. | 
”" HOMAS W. LAMONT, one of the part. 
ners in the banking house of Mor- 
gan & Co., recently returned from Europe 
with some most interesting information for 
the Government of the United States. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Lamont, the financial con- 
dition of Germany and Austria is arousing 
more and more excitement in both coun- 
tries. His information was, generally 
speaking, as follows: — 
Before the recent attacks ordered by 
Von Hindenburg in the West, the expén- 
ditures of the German Government: were 
about $500,000,000 a month. Now they 
are double that. The national debt of 
Germany is now about $31,000,000,000.* 
A former Vice Chancellor stated in ‘the 
Reichstag recently that Germany's na- 
tional debt was now $31,000,000,000, and 
that the hour of reckoning would come 
when there would be wailing and gnashing 
of teeth on the part of taxpayers. é 
Germany has raised practically ali the 
money to pay for the war by borrowing, 
und the interest charges on the national 
debt- are now more than 30 times greater 
than before the war. But increases in tax- 
ation have nothing like kept pace with the 


increases in interest charges. Every day 


Germany is borrowing money to pay the 
interest on money already borrowed. Ea- 
timates of the deficit show that the 

vary widely—from $1,300,000,000 to 
800,000,000. The total annual revenues 
war amounted to about $850,000,000. — 
When making his recent speech befére 
the Reichstag, the former Vice Chancellor 
said that, as a moderate estimate, the 
annual expenditure that must be: met after 
the war would be about $3,250,000,000. Yet 
the total receipts estimated in this year’s 
budget are oly $1,800,000,000. On this ba- 
sis the post war deficit would be aimost 
$1,500,000,000 every year, a sum just about 
equal to the present interest’ charges on 
Germany's debt. 

In this connection it is interesting to re- 
call that shortly after the commencement 
of the war, Dr. Helfferich, Secretary of the 
Imperial Treasury, said: ‘We do not desire 


| to increase by taxation the heavy burden 


that war throws upon the people.’ Ger- 
many’s enemies deserve to drag the leaden 
weight through the centuries.” _ 

In pursuance of that policy no few tax- 


levying indemnities upon the countries 
that were to be conqueréd. It has many 
times beén stated that the German .gen- 
eral, staff .bad decided that France «was 
to pay an indemnity of $7,000,000,000. 

In ‘addition to other blunders tn’ her 
financial system, Germany set about the 
manufacture of credit. Before war.-was 
declared she had made preparations for 
the opening of war loan banks, and these 
began operations immediately after the 
troops commenced to move. A man can go 
to one of these banks, mortgage his prop- 
erty) real or personal, and receive currency 
for the amount of the loan; that is, paper 
money issued by the loan banks. He can 
take his bonds of the first Government war 
toan and pledge them as security for a loan 
with which he buys bonds of the second 
war issue. 

This latter in turn he can pledge as ee- 
curity for a loan to buy third war loan 
bonds. Germany's eight war loans have 
been issued and laid on that kind of an 
inflated pyramid. The latest estimates in- 
dicate that there are now about $26, _— 
000,000 in the pyramid. 

A tremendous inflation of bank icine 
naturally brings about inflation in the cur- 
rency. In December, 1913, the total issues 
of paper money in Germany were $706,- 
000,000. By the end of 1917 the paper 
money issues had been increased to very 
nearly $6,000,000,000, or sevenfold. Al- 
‘hough gold reserves had increased by 
about $250,000,000, the proportion of gold 
to paper money fell from 47 per cent te 13 


per cent. 
In Austria conditions are apparently 
worse. There the Austro-Hungarian bank

The pageant is in two parts. ‘The 
first part is the presentation of the 
“Evolution of Liberty,” beginning 
with the first struggle between Lib- 
erty and Autocracy—the Greek camp 
at the pass of Thermopylae between 
the Greeks and Persians. The sec- 
ond scene is the signing of the Mag- 
na Charta; the third, reading of the 
Declaration of Independence by 
Washington in New York, near 
Washington’s headquarters, July 9, 
1776; the fourth, the Fall of the 
Bastile; the fifth, the Emancipation 
Proclamation. This ends the first 
part. 

In the second part the Herald an- 
nounces the theme of the pageant 
and calls upon the audience to fol- 
low him to the high court where the 
allied nations plead their cause—the 
court of Truth, Liberty. and Justice. 
These three spirits enter and take 
their thrones. 

To the court comes Servia, stating 
the demands made upon him by 
Austria. Liberty. and Justice bid him 
draw the sword. Truth warns him 
that the act will set the world aflame. 
Ikut Seryia may not choose. He 
draws the sword. 

Belgium enters with her orphaned 
children, her stricken people. She 
pleads her cause, and to her defense 


‘;come England and France, and aft- 


er them Russia, the fires of revolu- 
tion already smoldering among his 
people. England calls to his far col- 
onies, and Japan brings his pledge 
of the defense of the Pacific. 

And now, as from a great dis- 
tance, comes the cry of Armenia, 
Italy, casting off the bonds of the 
triple alliance, joins the allies, as 
do Portugal and Rumania. To the 
assembled nations Poland, the thrice 
divided, makes her appeal. 

Truth warns the-nations of the 
strength of the enemy, and the na- 
tions in antiphonal lament their 
losses. Liberty and Justice call to 
America. And now a new tumult 
arises in the Russian group, the 
haughty leader is dethroned, and the 
new Russia gropes her way toward 
the fires of freedom and war. Her 
bewilderment falls upon the nations 
as a pall, and they moan beneath it. 
Suddenly a new trumpet is heard, 
and America enters, saluting her al- 
lies, and pledging her sword to their 
common cause.

in order to fight for the Wilson pro- 
gram. Our enlightened editors, fear- 
ful of being accused of desiring a 
pro-German or a premature peace 
are talking peace aims not at all, 
whereas Germany, France and En- 
gland seethe with discussions in the 
press and at public meetings as to 
what the terms shall be and what 
the new order of the world. But 
vital as this is, it is no more impor- 
tant than the need for intelligent 
and thoughtful study of our own re- 
construction problems, for upon the 
way we grapple those will depend 
the development of our own political 
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welfare and whether it shall be 
worked out in strife and bitterness 
or by calm and clear-eyed leader- 
ship. The spirit in which the press 
will approach these problems will 
have much to do with the place it 
will hold in the future in the es- 
teem of the American people. 


‘Character Most Needed Now. 

Let me say here that I have trav- 
eled far and observed journalism in 
many. climes, I have yet to find any- 
where the professional code of true 
and honorable journalists better 
stated than in the creed of the 
School of Journalism of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. Were that the creed 
of every newspaper office the ban of 
popular displeasure which has rest- 
ed upon the press in America would 
never have become of any impor- 
tance whatever, If this, the oldest 
and sturdiest of our schools of jour- 
nalism, whose tenth anniversary we 
are so gratefully celebrating today, 
had done nothing else than impress 
this upon the students who have 
passed through its gates we should 
surely still be standing here to ac- 
claim this pioneer in its field and to 
congratulate it upon a maturity 
which has dispelled all doubts as to 
its: permanency. By its fruits it is 
known, and when its kind and wise 
head (Dean Walter Williams) ‘de- 
clares that he is proud of the “‘cour- 
age, conscience and high ideals’ its 
graduates “are putting into practice” 
he tells us the one thing above all 
others which we wish to hear. 


I, for one, care little to know how 
great their technical skill, how keen 
their news sense, how polished 
their style. These can be acquired 
elsewhere. I want to be sure—that 
those who profit by such specialized 
training come forth inspired with 
the belief that journalism is not 
merely an interesting business but a 
learned profession, to be proud of, 
unparalleled for its opportunity of 
service to one’s country and human- 
ity, which ennobles and enriches all 
who enter it in order to serve and 
not merely for pelf. I want to hear 
that the graduates of such. schools 
come forth not obsessed to be of 
those who would pander to low 
taste to build up a large readership, 
purchasing success at the cost of 
honor, truth and decency, but that 
they are of those who would rather 
be balked in their life’s desire to 
practice journalism than to aid or 
abet those newspaper makers among 
us who stoop low for profit and 
popularity. 

An Example of High Ideals. 

I am proud of all of our staff of 
the New York Evening Post and 
Nation, but I am particularly proud 
of one who at 26 looked straight into 
the eyes of the chief debaser of our 
profession in America as he offered 
him $20,000 a year to be the pub- 
lisher of one of his low sheets and 
then replied: “With all your millions 
you have not got money enough to 
buy my services in any capacity.” I 
believe that President Hill and Dean 
Williams are wishing that I could 
add that this man is a graduate of 
Missouri. He is a graduate of no 
college, but I hope and trust that 
every graduate from this School of 
Journalism carries with him or her 
a similar unswerving determination 
not to sell his or her soul no matter 
how great the financial temptation 
is. I am sure that President Hall 
and Dean Williams would rather 
have one such man among their 
graduates than to be able to lay 
claim to an editorial writer, however 
brilliant and powerful, earning 
$100,000 a year at the hands of a 
conscienceless newspaper magnate. 

Let me confess that I have not al- 
ways been certain of the need of a 
school of journalism, as I*have not 
been impressed with all the schools 
that I have seen. For I have known 
journalists of shining character and 
unsurpassed abilities, men like Car] 
Schurz, Horace White, Edwin lL. 
Godkin, Edward Cary, Samuel 
Bowles and George William Curtis, 
of whom not one was a graduate of 
a school of journalism and, as is 
but natural, as yet no graduate has 
had the opportunity to rise to a 
position in the profession similar to 
theirs. They prove first and fore- 
most that character is the primary 


| requisite of journalism and next that 


it ts impossible for an editor or a 
newspaper writer to have too much 
education. They were men of the 
world, they had profound knowledge 
of many subjects, they were pos- 
sessed of sound principles of life andi 
politics which became the yardsticks 
by which they measured all men and 
all events, anfi, above all, their souls 
burned to better the world, to teach 
certain reforms, to advocate demo- 
cratic changes in our public life. 
Such men as these are the _ idea! 
journalists and they will find their 
leadership no matter what the diff- 


‘+ culties of their early. education. 


Whatever may be the final form 
that training for journalism will 
take, whatever fate has in store for 
schools of journalism inithe future, I 
beg of all of you to uphold the high* 
est traditions of our journalism, 
either in the profession itself or as 
members of the great public which in 
the last analysis makes the press 


what it is. It remains the bulwark |. 


of our liberties; the only profession 
which affords opportunity of influ- 
encing public opinion, of doing good, 
of assailing evil, of going to the ras- 
cue of the poor and the oppressed, 
of daily assaulting those intrenched 
ir privilegt and wrongdoing, of éx 
posing faithless servants cf the re- 
public and of upholding those who 
are true to its ideals. No other pro- 
fession offers such rich reward to 
him whose lance is ever ready for the 
public enemy. Help it to construc- 
tive patriotism, insist that it shal! be 
worthy of the republic in this hour 
of its crisis; see to it that it stands 
unyieldingly for the unselfish Amer- 
ican program in this war as outlined 
by our President; free it from its 
war-fetters as soon as may be.

“The same proof there was before 
the war,” he said, ‘that the subma- 
rine could be brought to such a stage 
of efficiency as to be the sea’s dead- 
liest menace.

“Remember,” he went on, ‘“‘so far 
in this war we allies have used only 
a military strategy. Our enemies 
have been using both a military and 
a political strategy.

From the moment of 
Russia’s collapse that whole vast 
region has become a hotbed of pan-

HE struggle which the French military 
T commentators, with an cye tb the pictur- 
esque rather than the accurate, dave 
named “the battle for Paris” sees the Germans 
checked on the whole front between the Oise and 
the Marne.

in September, 1914. 


Fought Over Famous Battleground 


To start at the beginning, the Germans, on 
Monday, May 27, attacked on a 30-mile - front 
along the high ground which lies between the 
tiny Ailette River and the more considerable 
Aisne. Their attack was based upon Laon, the 
center of various railways coming down from the 
north and the objective of Nivelle’s ill-starred of- 
fensive in 1917. Roughly speaking, the Anglo- 
French lines rested upon the plateau between the 
Aisne and the Ailette from the angle between the 
Oise and the Aisne north of Compiegne, to the 
plain due north of Rheims, which is traversed by 
the famous Chemin des Dames. 

All the way from the hiils north of Soissons to 
Rheims this battleground,had been famous in 
many struggles between 1914 and-the present 
hour. It saw the’ stand of Kluck’s army after 
the retreat from the Marne, which constituted the 
first battle of the Aisne. Jt saw the French push 
for Laon last spring and the later German bid 
for the Chemin des Dames, northwest of Rheims. 
Finally, it saw the brilliant local victory of Pe- 
tain last year, which cleared the south bank of the 
Aisne. 

On a front of rather less than 30 miles the 
French and_ British occupied admirable high 
ground, commanding ‘the .Ailette Valley before 
them and a wide sweep of country to the north. 
No portion of the whole front seemed stronger 
and their faith in the strength of the position 
seemed justified by the fact that last year a 
German offensive against the Chemin des Dames 
had failed to net a half-mile gain in a month of 
the severest possible fighting. So sure did the 
allied commanders feel of their position that they 
had allotted to defend it only a few British and 
French divisions, which had fought in the March 
struggle for Amiens and had suffered great losges. 
These had been sent to the Aisne sector to rest

Lys,’ the German attack was immediately suc- 
cessful. A very brief but intensive bombardment

~ Despite the inttial d@@feat, it was to be expected 
that the allies would be able to hold the south 
bank of the Aisne from Berry-Au-Bac to Sois- 
sons. Kluck had held the north bank after his 
retreat from before Paris, and the river constitut- 
ed a military obstacle of real value. Behind it, 
too, a few miles to the south, was the Vesle, 
smaller, but also an obstacle that would material- 
ly aid a powerful defensive. But just as the sim- 
ilar advantages offered by the Somme between 
Ham and Peronne in March were lost to the al- 
lies, with no considerable effort: at defense, the

The problem then became simple. The Germans 
had breached the allied line on a 30-mile front, 
the resistance about Soissons and Rheims prompt- 
ly narrowed the gap to 20, but on this. 20-mile 
front the Germans now were free to advance, with 
little before them save the wrecks of the divi- 
sions beaten in the first attack. The question of 
how far they could get south before the allied re- 
serves arrived was debated for several days, dur- 
ing which the German line steadily moved south- 
ward. | 

Foch, on the contrary, had to face this situa- 
tion: His line had been broken at a point where, 
so far as one can judge, he had no local reserves 
behind, to throw in. His task was, therefore, to 


assemble reserves and put them in, first, to slow. 


down the pace of the German advance, and, sec- 
‘ond, to check it when the number of French 
troops had increased to the proper proportion. 
But in doing this he had always to reckon with 
the possibility that if he withdrew any large 
mass of reserves from any point of his line, the 
Germans might assail this with their remaining 
50 divisions, just as they had attacked in Picardy, 
and then, when British reserves had been drawn 
‘down from the north, struck again in Flanders. 
At no time could he be sure that the Aisne blow 
was ‘he main or the only blow contemplated by 
the Germans. 

Foch also had to recognize the distinct threat 
to Paris contained in the German advance, which, 
while originally directed from north to south, was 
bound to tend more and more in the direction of 
the French capital. It was impracticable, there- 
fore, to bring reserves and throw them in front 
of the German push toward the Marne, because 
this would mean moving them wp south of the 
Marne, and if the German presently extended the 
front of his attack between the Aisne and the 
Oise, these troops would be far out on the side 
of the main struggle. 


Foch's Aims Have Been Attained 


First nam commander in chief had in any case 
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twe anchorages upon which the broad line had_ 
rested, namely, Soissons and Rheims, thus con- 
fining the Germans within a narrow pocket and 
preventing a wider disigcation of the allied front, 
wifich might extend as far as the Argonne, or 
even to Verdun. 

The region between the Vesle and the Marne, 
therefore, ceased to have immediaie importance, 
once the Germans had passed the Vesle. Foch 
accepted as an inevitable consequence of*the ini- 
tial German success the loss of the country to the 
north bank of the Marne, although it involved the 
cutting of the very important Paris-Chalons- 
Nancy railroad. It was a heavy sacrifice, but it 
had been made by the first defeat. Henceforth 
the German advance and the French defense in 
this district were conducted by relatively insig- 
nificant numbers.

| confer even during the crisis of a battle. Squadrons working in unity 
| afloat require one controlling intellect, one source of orders and informa- 
'tion; one pair of shoulders and one only to take the burden of final re- 
sponsibility. \

Learning Each Other’s Signals Hard Work.

“Can you think of any directer 
step than to make use of those 60,- 
000,000 friends who are not only 
ready-made for us, but who are 
placed in the very heart of the en- 
emy’s fortress, in what should be his 
final and securest citadel? And

of anxiety which besets Germany at 
the present moment. For Germany 
knowns the full danger of the inter- 
nal Austrian situation. 

“Austria is the weak and vital 
point in the pan-German position.

Allies Weak on Propaganda. 

“Their intellectual—or rather, un- 
intellectual—conduct of the war has 
been the weak point of the allies,

mistakes, I believe a revolution of 
the prepondering Slavic and Latin 
element in Austria’s population 
would long since have erased the 
_dual monarchy and brought Ger- 
: Many to her knees. 


“Instead the allies have actually 


taken steps which strengthened the 
Teutonic position. As when, for in- 
stance, at Italy’s entrance into the 
war, England and France made with 
her a treaty—recently ratified, one 
is glad to observe—pledging terri- 
torial adjustments of such a sort as 
to alienate a great Jugo-Slavic pop- 
ulation on the eastern coast of the 
Adriatic. Another unfortunate step 
was when, after Bohemia had brok- 
en into open revolt, Lloyd George 
stated in the House of Commons that 
it was not the intention of the allies 
to disturb in any. way the existing 
organization of the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy. Germany had but 
to circulate copies of this speech 
among the revolutionaries and prove 
to the latter that they stood utterly 
friendless and hopeless of the future, 
drowning in a sea of Teutonism. 

“Such mistakes are typical. We 
have not used political strategy; the 
Germans have used it. We have 
tried something well-meant and 
vague with Bulgaria, with Turkey, 
with Austria herself. The attempts 
have proved fruitless. They are 
bound to prove fruitless. But there 
we have those 60,000,000 frie:ds :n- 
side Pan-Germany. We must do 
something with them. We mst util- 
ize the principles of @emocracy and 
nationality not only for peace and 
peace talk, but for war-winning. We 
have said we want to do something 
for Russia. To do something ef- 
fective in Middle Europe is the best, 
I think the only, way to heip Russia 
at present.”’ 

“But what,” I asked him, ‘“‘can we 
do? To be sure there are those 60,- 
000,000 slavs and Latins in Poland. 
Austria and the Balkans who desire 
freedom from the German yoke and 
would fight hard for it, if they could 
fight. But they are in the midst of 


Germany. They are unorganized. 
They have no munitions. What 
would a revolution under such cir- 
cumstances be but an invitation :to a 
general massacre which would per- 
manently solve the Middle European 
question in a deadly way by eliminat- 
ing all but the German population? 
All conditions considered, what is 
there we could do to help them re- 
volt. successfully ?”’ 

“To strike the blow at Austria 
which considerations of political 
strategy reveal as the sure way to 
establish permanent world-wide; 
peace on a democratic basis,’ said 
Andre Cheradame, ‘“‘these steps are 
necessary : 

“First: A final, definite and un- 
equivocal announcement on the part 
of the alliés that the artificial. con- 
glomeration of territories under the 
name of Austria-Hungary is to have 
no future political existence; that the 
right of the various nationalities in- 
habiting those territories to have a 
national existence is fully recognized 
and will be fully supported now and 
in the future. 

“Similar declarations in regard to 
Slavic and Latin peoples living out- 
side Austria-Hungary, that is, in 
Poland and the Balkans, must simi- 
larly assure these peoples that the 
rest of the non-Teutonic world | is 
with them in their fight against Teu- 
tonization. 

:‘Second: By a propaganda 
carefully worked out and as thor- 
oughly applied as that by which 
Germany has established her own 
position, knowledge of this ultimate 
decision of the allies, and belief in 
their sincerity, must be instilled in- 
to every one of those 60,000,000 
people who are to flame into revolu- 
tion. Along with that mental prepa- 
ration for successful revolt must go 


an. equally vigorous physical prep- 
aration. All those individuals must 
be to some extent organized and 
trained for the work they have to 
do. In saying this, I do not fail to 
recognize the hugeness of the task. 
Not weeks, but: months, will be 
necessary for it. But to a sufficient- 
ly fixed determination, most things 
are possible. And we must not for- 
| get that in France and Italy, at the 
| present moment, are thousands of 
| men, fully equipped to act both as 
our missionaries of freedom and our 
military organizers and trainers in- 
side the enemy lines. They are 
the thousands of officers and sol- 
diers, German drilled but of Slavic 
and Latin blood, speech and sym- 
pathies, who deserted from the Ger- 
man and Austrian armies and are 
now fighting in our trenches and 
burning to strike a fatal blow at 
the men they hate beyond your con- 
ception.. These men are ready and 
willing to do and dare anything to 
destroy Pan-Germanism. They 
speak the languages of the country. 
If Germany can manage to main- 
tain her ‘agents throughout the 
world, we can manage to maintain 
these men inside their own home 
lands. 

We Must Sapply Munitions. 

“Third: We must manage to sup- 
ply those~60,000,000 German haters 
inside Pan-Germany with aburdant 
working tools of revolution—small 
arms to fight with ammunition for 
them, bombs and explosives. Io:

scale"is essential in this attempt.:} 
erything depends on that. 

“If the revolt breaks out prerna- 
turely, if it is local or sporadic, Ger- 
many might cope with it through the 
massacres and terrorism you fore- 
cast. But if it is universal, of enor-

defense that he can win through the | 
trench positions of his foes and take | 
a 20 or 30 mile advance on a front 
of equal extent whenever he brings 
sufficient men and guns to bear to 
produce his effort. Each of his 
three major attacks has succeeded 
|, beyond all possible calculation on 
the allied side, and the results of 
these leave little doubt as to his 
ability to repeat the success, so long 
as he shall have the men and guns 
in reserve for such enterprises. 

Unless all signs fail, therefore, we 
are likely to see a profound modi- 
fication of defensive tactics. The 
French and British, still following 
the methods developed during the 
war and used with:complete success 
by the Germans in the three cam- 
paigns in which they accepted the 
defenses in the west, in order to 
deal with Russia in the east, have 
undertaken to hold their lines 
lightly and retain in their rear large 
reserves, which are to be used at the 
point attacked by the Germans. 

But this theory rests upon the as- 
sumption, now proven false, that the 
weakly held front lines can be de- 
fended until the reserves are able to 
Intervene and restore the balance. 
This was the case on the German 
side when the French attacked in 
Champagne in 1915, it was true on 
the Freneh side when the Germans 
attacked Verdun in 1916. The meth- 
od sufficed to defeat Nivelle at the 
Aisne a year ago and led to the 
bloody failure in Flanders a few 
months later. 

We are bound to conclude, how- 
ever, as a result of less than three 
months of experience in the present 
campaign that the allies must aban- 
don the theory which formed the 
base of their calculation for this 
year, and either adopt some new pol- 
icy or some material modification 
of their present system. It is in- 
conceivable that they can consent to 
run the risks incident to several more 
German successes like the last three, 
two of which have held out a real

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which he opened the campaign of 
1914, and it was not until the French 
had achieved a counter concentra- 
tion that the,Germans were decisive- 
ly defeated at the Marne and their 
threat to France abolished for near- 
ly four years, since they were never 
able again to gain a decisive ad- 
vantage in concentration agaimst 
their. enemy. They have achieved 
their former advantage again, be- 
cause the allies rested their plans 
upon the faulty major premise that 
no German advance against trench 
systems could be sufficiently suc- 
cessful at the outset to preclude the 
intervention of allied reserves in 
time to localize the German gain. 
Three times the Germans have 
proven the fallacy of this theory, 
and the result of their demonstra- 
tion has been a dislocation of prac- 
tically all the allied front between 
Rheims and the sea. Twice this dis- 
location has carried with ft the pos- 
sibility of grave disaster, and in 
Pieardy nearly three months ago the 
peril was greater than the western 
allies have known since the far-off 
Marne days. 

But having emphasized the open- 
ing successes of the Germans and 
the evident confusion they have 
wrought in allied plans, it is neces- 


, but for the de- 
struction of reserves. So far we may 
calculate that each side has lost 


something less than 600,000, per- 
haps 450,000; that the difference 
between the two casualty ints pF] 
not great. 

Now unless all reports are wrong, 
the United States has already sent 
to Europe more than enough. fight- 
ing men to replace allfed wastage 
immediately—that is to supply 450,- 
000 men, all of whom should have 
been available this year—while the 
Germans have had to find in their 
own population the reserves to mend 
their lines. They are seeking to re- 
duce allied numbers and morale so 
as to be able before their own strik- 
ing power ts exhausted, to deal one 
more blow, such as they attempted 
at the Marne, and winning this time, 
to end the war. And so far they have 
conquered valuable but not decisive- 
ly valuable territory, at a cost of at 
least equal casualties. 

Meanwhile America Is “Getting In.” 

They have consumed more ,than 
10 weeks, during which we have sent 
at least 300,000 troops te France, 
and these 10 weeks bring the hour 
nearer when all of our troops will 
be ready to intervene. The Ger- 
mans must win this campaign be- 
fore. we can put in 500,000 men or 
they cannot win it at all. And they 
have not yet made any great step 
toward winning it, since they have 
not destroyed any substantial por- 
tion of the French and British 
armies before them. 

We are bound to see the allies 
lose more ground, and possibly sub- 
mit to other periods of great strain. 
We are prepared to see them re- 
linquish large areas of northern 
France, as Joffre did in 1914, but 
we are bound also to recognize that 
this change in strategy is due to 12 
1eturn to the war of movement and 
a conseqquent return to those meth- | 
ods by which Joffre won the great- 


est battle in military history before 
trench war came. And we must not 
attach to ground a value which it 
didn’t have in 1914, and has not 
now, although it may have possessed 
that value in the intermediate pe- 
riod. 

In 1914 as in 1919 the German is 
staking all on a great effort which 
can only succeed if it breaks the 
power of resistence in his enemy 
and this must be determined be- 
fore the Americans intervene 
great-‘number, just as in 1914 it was 
essential to win before Russia be- 
came dangerous; and we are like- 
ly to see Foch follow the course of 
his old chief, Joffre, and wait the 
right moment, sacrificing territory 
against that even more valuable 
commodity, time. And we owe it 
to the cause to perceive the condi- 
tions of the struggle and not ac- 
cept the German estimate of suc- 
cess, which, although considerable, 
are not sufficient, and cannot, un- 
less enormously increased, make his 
last bid for military decision suc- 
cessful. 

And once more it is essential to 
emphasize the fact that up to June 
4 the German in his Aisne offensive 
had used not more than 560 divisions 
— almost no more than half of his 
immediate available striking power. 
We must then expect with little 
delay a blow somewhere between 
Verdun and Lille. 

When that blow is parried an- 
other is inevitable, but before it is 
parried we may have another bad 
quarter of an hour of anxiety. The 
worst is far from over in the cam- 
paign of 1918, but so far we have 
survived three blows with our mili- 
tary organization unbroken.

hours in your flagship, and I've 
talked to samples of every rank 
and rating. I’ve only seen one per- 
son self-conscious under friendly 
scrutiny. 

“Ah?” said the Admiral. ” His 
eyebrows lifted a shade. 

“I caught sight of myself in a 
looking-glass,” I explained. * * ® 

Not that this absence of self-con- 
sciousness is the outcome of indif- 
ference. The American Squadron 
is keenly alive to the intent obser- 
vation it is undergoing. Its method 
of showing how aware, was perhaps 
the most graceful imaginable. For 
a few days it visited one of the 
fleet’s more southerly bases, and the 
ship’s companies were given leave 
to visit a great town. 6500 men 
availed themselves of this per- 
mission.

Why Flagship Is Christmas Ship. 


Apropos of this visit, it may be 
added that it occurred at Christmas 
time. Now, the flagship of the 
American squadron is, I _ believe, 
known in the United States as the 
“Christmas ship.’; Americans are 
all probably familiar with the origin 
of this name; but for the benefit of 
my own countrymen, I must relate 
their pretty tradition. Every Christ- 
mas day this particular ship, lies in 
New York Harbor; on Christmas eve 
the crew goes ashore into the slums 
and Bowery, and every man invites 
a child to a dinner on board the fol- 
lowing day.

For the first time, the Christmas 
just passed found the “Christmas 
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ship’s’’ moorings in New York Har- 
bor empty. She was lying at the base 
I have referred to, within reach of a 
great British city. But the tradition 
remained the same. They had 48 
hours in which to arrange the whole 
thing, but they did it. They added 
one stipulation that has not been laid 
down in New York. Preference was 
to be given in the matter of selec- 
tion to those waifs whose fathers 
haid laid down their lives in battle.

The largest single contributor to 
the work of the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission is the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice League, 
which, out of the $5000 fund that 
it raised last year, spent $2924.80 in 
supplying the commission with pure 
mflk. The remainder of the fund 
went for ice for the poor families to 
preserve the milk and other foods.

The nick became a big bite out of 
the sun’s surface, and by 6 o’clock 
the part of the sun's surface which 
remained visible was a crescent, with 
the ends pointing downward. 

Between 6 and 6:30 the position of 
the crescent was shifted, and it took 
the thin, graceful shape of the new 
moon, and lay very much in the pos- 
ture of the new moon, with its horns 
extending to the left. The extreme 
right, or north side, of the sun re- 
mained visible all the time, this city 
being to the north of the zone of to- 
tality. a 

Moon Makes Its Exit. 

- After 6:30, when the 88-degree 
point of obscuration was reached, 
the moon sought the upper left-hand 
exit, and it left at 7:37 at a point 
opposite the place where it had be- 
gun its excursion two hours and 10 
minutes before. 

Looking across the river, at the 
height of the phenomenon, one could 
see the mellowing effect of the di- 
minished light on the fields and 

uffs of the Illinois side. The yel- 
lowish light on downtown buildings, 
especially those of lighter color, was 
also notfceable—when one looked 
for it. Had one not been looking 
for it, it might have escaped atten- 
tion. 

Temperature observations, taken 
by the Weather Bureau staff at 10- 
minute intervals, showed how slight 
a difference was made by the eclipse 
in the warmth of the cool afternoon. 
Forecaster Hayes, ‘under instructions 
from the Government, also ‘took ob- 
servations on the _ velocity of the 
clouds, the dfrection of their motion 
and on the humidity.

I saw a total eclipse, my first one 
by the way, in 1865 when a student 
at a seminary at Cape Girardeau, 
Mo. This was the biggest one in the 
history of the United States.’’ 

At 6:25, Father Brennan, accom- 
panied by his guests, went down- 
stairs into the yard of the residence 
and with the aid of powerful field 
glasses tried to locate stars. 


The effort was unsuccessful, but 
Father Brennan said that certain 
planets, such as Saturn and Mars, 
could be seen withi field glasses if 
their exact location was found. By 
this time the shadows had deepened. 
A large rooster in the priest’s chick- 
en yard crowed lustily, several min- 
utes later repeated the crowing. 
Father Brennan was convinced that, 
the rooster was affected by the sud-| 
den change in the atmosphere and| 
was registering the concern, aithough 
it was still palpably daylight. 


Father Brennan returned to his 
telescope a few minutes before 6:39 
and exactly at the half hour an- 
nounced that the eclipse had reached 
its greatest proportions, 88 per cent. 
The sun had assumed the shape of 
a perfect crescent, Father Brennan 
commented, or as astronomers call 
it, “a lunar horn.” ? 

“This eclipse is 60 to 75 miles 

wide in totality,” said Father Bren- 
nan. “A total eclipse would be 
about 150 miles wide. Because it 
runs diagonally from Astoria, Ore., 
to Orlando, Fla., we are only able to 
see 88 per cent of it. The closest 
point to St. Louis where the total 
eclipse can be seen is Little Rock, 
Ark., about 300 miles. 
“This eclipse occurs every 18 years 
If the path of the sun 
and- moon were the same we wo, !4 
have an eclipse every 29% days. 

The 88 per eent eclipse only last- | 
ed a minute, and a few minutes later 
it was observed that the sun was rap- 
idly approaching its normal size. 


“It looks like a bologna sausage | 
now,” said Father Brennan laugh-| 
ingly, about 10 minutes after the 88 | 
per cent period was reached, and a 
look into the telescope proved this 
observation to be nearly correct. At} 
7:27, the priest said that the spots| 
which, the néwspaper men had seen | 
covered by the eclipse, had again ap- 
peared.

HENRY ASTOR 
VED SIMPLY ON 
CQUNTRY ESTATE 


Estranged Member of Famous 
Family, Who Died Friday, 


Long Was Thought to 
Have Been Disinherited. 


MARRIED DAUGHTER 
OF FATHER’S GARDENER 


Grandeon of Original. Joke 
Jacob Astor Later Found to 


Have Income From Valu-: 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 8.—Henry 
Astor, a member of the famous 
American family of that name, who} 
had been living the life of a»country 
gentleman in seclusion on his estate 


at West Copake, Columbia County, 
died last night after an illness of sev- 
eral weeks. He was a son of William 
B. Astor, but for many years had 
been estranged from the main 


said, years ago he married the 
daughter of his father’s gardener. 
His wife survives. 

His mid-Victorian home at West 
Copake has been one of the show 
places of the vicinity for years, and 
there Mr. and Mrs. Astor have lived, 
surrounded by the friends Henry 
Astor chose at the age of 20, when 
he married Miss Malvina Dinehart, 
the child of a small farmer and gar- 
dener near the estate of William B. 
Astor at Red Hook, N. Y. Her father 
had done gardening work for ,the 
Astor family; Astor was the grand-| 
son of the original John Jacob Asto-> 
and William B. Astor’s youngest son. 
He was born July 6, 1832. 

Home Known as “The Big House” 

The town of West Copake is five 
miles from the station of the West 
Copake Iron Works, and is near the 
Massachusetts and Connecticyt lines. 
At this place many years ago Henry 
Astor bought some 200 acres, and 
bringing His bride, commenced the 
erection of his home, which has since 
become known as “The Big House.” 
It was thought for years that he was 
a pauper, disinherited for marrying 
the gardener’s daughter. 

It was not known until July, 1917, 
perhaps, to those in the immediate 
vicinity of West Copake that Astor 
had been enjoying the rents from 
property in the heart of New York 
valued at many millions. The deed 
of trust which ena¥led him to com- 
mand great wealth revealed his kin- 
ship to the hundreds of membefs of 
the Astor family. He was the great 
uncle of Vincent Astor. 

When he first went to West Co- 
pake and it became known in the 
neighborhood that he was going to 
build a large home, it was thought 
only natural that the wealthy man 
would call in Metropolitan archi- 
tects and builders. Instead Astor did 
most of the designing himself, and 
able-bodied men from the neighbor- 
hood helped him build. A bizarre 
side of his character showed up, 
however, when he ordered the floor 
of one of the rooms in the house 
paved with silver dollars. The coin 
was, of course, protected from the 
tread of persons passing over the 
fioor. Finally Astor decided that the 
decoration was unsuitable, and had 
the silver taken up. 

Estate Is Beautiful. 


In his house he put choice furni- 

ture from all parts of the world, and 
the estate is generally very beauti- 
ful. Pines and hemlocks surround 
the house, and simple color schemes 
were the order in arranging the 
landscape. The farm is Stocked with 
cows of the finest breed, and Astor 
always kept several horses. He was 
a parishioner of the Reformed 
Church of West Copake. 
The trust established for Henry 
Astor was recommitted in 1869 to his [ 
brothers, John Jacob Astor and Wil- 
liam Astor, and Charles F. South- 
maid, who was a well-known lawyer 
of this city. Upon the death of tiiese 
men Henry Lewis Morris, I.euds 
Spencer Morris and Charles A. Pea- 
body petitioned the courts for ap- 
proval of their guardianship of the 
moneys, lands and securities as pres- 
ent trustees of the fund set aside by 
William B. Astor in 1834. 

The papers filed revealed that the 
trust originally consisted of a one- 
third share in the old Astor House 
and 119 parcels of Manhattan real 
estate, among them the block 
bounded by Broadway, Eighth ave- 
nue, Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth 
streets. Many other pieces of prvup- 
erty on the upper west side were in- 
cluded in a long list. 

According to the trust deed Astor 
not only received the income from 
125 parcels of productive real es- 
tate, but the power was given him to 
exercise his own discretion as to 
which of his relatives he should give 
it upon his death, In the more than 
40 years Astor has lived in West Co- 
pake he had bought many of the 
neighboring farms, and did much to 
He 
assisted, also many of his wife's re}- 
atives to prosperity. |

American Ship Races Nearly Week 
to Escape U-Boats. 
By the Associated Press. 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 8.— 
Racing at full speed for nearly a 
week to escape German submarines, 
an American steamship arrived to- 
day from the West Indies with 59 
passengers, more than half of whom 
were women and children. 

Officers and men obtained no 
sleep for the last 72 hours. The 
wireless operator picked up an 8 
O S$ -call from the Harpathian. 

Both crew and passengers showed 
the tension under which they had 
been. A. J. Danyon, a Philadelphia 
banker, and Frank P. Gilroy, a min- 
ing engineer from Denver, in relating 
their experiences, paid tribute to 
the work of officers and men and 
to the courage of the women pas- 
sengers. 

“I don’t know when the captain 
first heard about the U-boats,” said 
Danyon, “but we didn’t hear until 
Wednesday night. 

“That evening the women and 


children were holding a concert in 


the music room. All of the male pas- 
sengers except a few who were 
asleep, were in the smoking room 
playing cards. 

“Suddenly every light aboard 
went out. Most of us thought some- 
thing had happened to the ship's 
dynamo, but several minutes went 
by and there was no improvement. 

“A few of us went on deck and 
asked a deck hand what was the 
trouble. 

"I’m not sure,’ he said, 
think it’s submarines.’ 

“That was a jolt, but it wasn’t 
anything like the jolt we got a few 
seconds later, when the captain ap- 
peared on deck. 

“*Throw those cigars overboard 
and get inside—all of you,’ he or- 
dered, and a few minutes later re- 
joined.

Monday evening 
she* will make an address at the 
Town Club, Century Building, to 
whffh all women interested are in- 
vited. 

Mbst of the applicants while I 
was. present were of that familiar 
t some of the uniform character- 
isti of which were very’ short 
skipes, very high heels, very sheer 
stogkings, very thin blouses, very 
coqeetish hats and in almost every 
casé jewelry the insignia of some 
branch of the military. Not all 
were young, but not only the slightly 
faded ones were indulgers in the 
artifices or rouge and peroxide that 
are.intended to produce the semb- 
lance of youth. All who were ex- 
amined while I was present were 
turned down, although I was told 
that.some five or six applicants here 
hadvproven eligible. Aud Mrs: Flem- 
ing praised highly the work of Misses 
Gertrude Chapman and Martha Fin- 
nell. of ‘St. Louis, who already are 
serving in the Paris offices.

Circuit Attorney Says He Will 
Bring Action to Force 
Legal Dissolution of the 
Organization. 


MEETINGS RECENTLY 
WERE SUSPENDED 


Attorney Complained That 
Alliance in Hanging on to 
Charter Did Not Show 100 
Per Cent Loyalty. 


Circuit Attorney McDaniel told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that he would bring quo warranto 


proceedings to compel the German- 


American Aliance jof St. Louis to for- 
Zeit its éharter. His determination to 
act followed his receipt of a letter 
&from Douglas W. Robert, an attor- 
ney, calling attention to the fact that 
the Alliance, though suspending its 
meetings, was hanging onto its char- 
ter, a procedure he labeled as “cer- 


tainly not one of 100 per cent loy- 
alty.”’ 

The State and city organizations 
of the German-American Alliance 
exist by virtue of a State charter is- 
sued by Judge Hitchcock of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court of Appeals April 
15, 1914. At the same time articles 

of incorporation were filed’ with the 
Secretary of State at Jefferson City. 

Robert's letter to McDaniel fol- 
lows: 

“TI beg leave to call your attention 
to the status of the German-Ameri- 
can Alliance of this city. That is 
a corporation organized under the 
laws of Misouri. 

“When the recent agitation, for 
the dissolution of this corporation 
was started the president made a 
statement to the effect that he 
favored the Alliance ceasing its ac- 


tivities Curing the war. utedaians 
to this a secret. meeting of the Alli- 
ance was had and that suggestion 
put into effect. 

“The result is that the body is 
maintaining its corporate existence, 
|and without doubt at a favorable 
moment will resume its activities, 
having preserved its charter. 

I, therefore, suggest that 
should be taken to have a legal 
dissolution of this corporatian,. so 
that the members may not resume 
their activities whenever they see

brake tnspection movement, which 
has the indorsement of leading atto- 
mobilists, police officials and Govern- 
ment experts, will accomplish much 
good if it does nothing more than 
eall the attention of motorists to 
the necessity of a regular inspection 
of their brakes. 

In fast rail traffic, both with steam

can stop. This point is exemplified 
by the exactness with which the New 
York City subway trains come to a 
dead stop. The engineers in charge 
of these trains, know to the fraction 
of a foot where they, must apply 
their brakes. 

The national brake inspection 
movement: also is emphasizing the 
importance of good brake lining. The 
Government realizes the importance 
of such a brake lining, since it is 
used on many of the American cars 
now going to France. 

Experts say that a woman driver 
shquld be able ot apply, the brakes 
on the car she is driving as affect- 
ively as a man, regardless of the 
strength’ exerted. A test recently 
made, showed that a truck driver 
exerted a pedal pressure of 400 
pounds. Although no woman driver 
could exert this amount of pressure, 
the experts say she should be able 
to stop as quickly as the truck driver 
if the brakes are properly equipped. 


TRUCK OWNERS HOLD 
EFFICIENCY MEETING 


In an effort to make motor truck 
transportation 100 per cent efficient 
a number of the larger manufactur- 
ers of motor trucks have arranged 
for a series of conferences between 
larger operators of motor trucks to 
exchange ideas on truck operation.

Two kinds are fed—‘“house”’ garbage | 
and “hotel” garbage. The latter ia 
secured from hotels, restaurants and | 
clubs, and contains a greater propor 
tion of edible food than the “house’”’ 
garbage, which is obtained from pri- 
vate homes. 

“I feed a flock of 1500 free-range | 
pullets,’’ 
four’months (July, August, Septem:- 
ber and October) each year on houre 
garbage, and in November they gv 
into the laying house in excellent 
condition. I do not feed garbage to 
chicks until they are strong and wel! 
feathered. Furthermore, it can be 
fed successfully to young stock only 
during the warm months. Eating 


the cold spring or fall months. 
» ‘We have two movable platfornis 


is fed. A two-horse team drives up 
and deposits the loads in barrels on 
each platform. We then spread the 


three times a day, 
ens pick it over thoroughly 
time. At the end of the day 
scrape the platforms clean. So thor- 
oughly is the garbage picked over 
that there remains scarcely a bushel 
from an entire load. 

“The other grade of garbage— 
hotel garbage—is fed young stock in 
V-shaped troughs. When feeding 
hotel garbage which has much wa- 
ter in it, I stir in 12 quarts of bran 
to about 60 quarts of garbage and 
mix well before feeding. 

‘“‘We have our layers in free-range 
flocks, 1000 in a flock. Their feed 
consists for each flock of 72 quarts 
(6 pails) of hotel garbage in the 
morning. 
same and at night about 36 quarts 
of grain. Dry mash is, kept before 
them at all times. Flocks fed this 
way have laid better for me than 
those fed entirely on a grain ration.” 

Precautions to Observe. 

The chief precautions to observe 
in feeding garbage to poultry are 
these: 

It is not a suitable food for 
chicks less than 10 weeks eld, nor

Platforms or troughs used for 
garbage feeding should be moved 
frequently, and the ground worked 
to prevent souring of. the soil as 
well as more thoroughly to distrib- 
ute the added fertility. 

There must be sufficient land for 
keeping garbage-fed stock_ sepa- 
rate from breeders and baby 
chicks. 

When more than one grade of 
garbage can be secured, give the 
better grade to the laying hens.

Louis—Thousands of persons taking recreation in Public Parks and elsewhere of kinds 
they never took before—“It’s like getting a present of an hour,” worker says and the bosses 


agree that it is “tine” —Little, if any, saving of coal here . 


_AYLIGHT saving, after having been on 
trial a little more than two months, 
may consider that it has a vote of con- 
fidence so far as St. Louis is con- 
cerned. Of the 162,032 persons in the 
city who cast ballots in the last 
national election, at least 162,000 are 

“for” the new idea, and perhaps the other 32, too. In 
office, store, factory, or wheresoever “How do you like 
daylight saving?” may be asked, the answer is uniform 
to this effect: : 

“It’s all RIGHT!” 

Boss and worker agree on that point if not on all 
others. 

A search in many directions discovers only one busi- 


ness that pushing the clock forward an hour for the 
summer has injured, and the men in that line approve 


the scheme, on patriotic grounds, tn spite of the harm 
it is doing them. They are the operators of airdomes. 

There is, however, one set of downright objectors to 
the whole business. It comprises those youngsters 
who have not yet outgrown early bedtime hours. That 
may sound like a joke, but it isn’t. Ask the 


rectly observable benefits to our business,” said 
an official of a department store. “The change 
of an hour in time now brings our people to work while 
the morning is still cool, and they get a ‘good start’ 
for the whole day. We observed in former years that 
the last hour of the day in hot weather was probably 
the most trying of the day for our help and daylight 
saving permits them to escape going through it at the 
store. What I say for our employes applies to myself: 
I personally enjoy the earlier morning start and the 
earlier getting away in the afternoon. I’m playing 
more golf than I ever did before.” 

“Finest thing that ever happened,” is what the pres- 
ident of an employes’ welfare association in one of the 
big stores said. “It scarcely seems possible one hour 
could make so much difference as it does.” 

The woman welfare secretary in one of the stores 
touched on a point mentioned by no one else and which 
might be bigger than it looks at a glance. 

“Some of the girls are so situated,” she said, ‘that 
they still have to depend on such time as they can 
get after the supper hour for recreation. The extra 


“It isn’t really so hard to get up a little early in 
the summer,” she said, “and then you have a whole 
extra hour in the afternoon. It's like getting a present 
of an hour.” 

The president of a big shoe manufacturing concern 
needed only a couple of sentences to give his opinion. 

“I think it’s a fine thing, ahd everyone around me 
thinks it’s a fine thing,” he said. “I believe they like 
ii at the plants, too, but you can go out and ask them 
yourself.”’ 

“I come in contact with thousands of the men and 
girls and I recall hearing just one of them say 
he did not like daylight saving,” a factory superin- 
tendent asserted. “The general expression is a hope 
that it will be put into effect every summer.” 

Mrs. A. C. Arnold, chairman of the Women’s Food 
Production Committee in connection with the national 
food conservation movement had a good word to say 
for daylight saving in its effect on thrift gardening. 

“I am sure it has helped,” she said, “and probably 
has resulted in many new gardens. I have been taking 
a particular interest in the work of the chiidren, and 

I. know they have taken full advantage of 


mothers. They will tell you how much argu- 
ment and persuasion it takes to induce a 
lively little son or daughter, pretty much 
awake at any time, to go-to sleep in broad 
daylight. 

Generally speaking, daylight saving ap- 
pears to be achieving what was promised for 
it. Whether it is causing any marked saving 
of coal in St. Louis, through the burning of 
less light, is open to question, but the extra 
hour away from work afternoons is turning 
thousands of persons to healthful recreations 
in which they never before have indulged, 
including the doubly useful one of thrift gar- 
lening. 


The public parks never before have had 
s0 many visitors. Commissioner Cunliff ap- 
proximates the increase in their use in the last / 
two months, in comparison with April and 
May of last year, at 200 per cent. 

“The bulk of this increase,” he says, “is 
due to daylight saving. We know this because 
of the flood of people that begins to come into the parks 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon that did not come in 
former year. It is made up of persons who formerly 
took little outdoor recreation, but went directly to their 
evening meal from work. Daylight saving has caused 
them to change their schedules. They come to the 
parks now from work and some of them play games 
until 8 o’clock or even later before going home to eat. 
I have lately-seen golfers at it as late as 8:45. Nota 
few of the men have their families come to the parks 
and join them, bringing lunches. 


“We are glad to see all this and are trying to do our 


the extra hour of daylight after school to 
work their gardens.” 

Persons who are ill are direct beneficia- 
ries of daylight saving. 

“The sick, especially those who are con- 
stantly in bed, have difficulty in sleeping,’’ 
said a physician. “They are susceptible to 
noises and waken early in the morning. 
What might be called the quieting down of 
the town earlier than usual because of day- 
light saving helps them to get the rest so 
important to them. The same ig true of 
elderly persons who retire early.” 

The attitude of the airdome proprietors 
was expressed by Joseph Mogler, president 
of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League. 

“Daylight saving is hurting our busi- 
ness,’ he said, “but it is a Government

“It is a common fallacy of logic,”’ he said, “that any- 
thing which happens after a given event happens in 
consequence of it. So many different elements enter 
into the situation that it is not possible to make an 
intelligible coal consumption analysis and comparison.”

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COUPLE of weeks ago St. 

Louis was privileged to en- 
A tertain nearly 100 picked 

fighters from the most fa- 
mous “fighting organization in 
France—the “Blue Devils.” AU of 
them had been in the war virtually 
since its beginning, all had been 
wounded, and all wore one or more 
medals for bravery. 

There passed through the country at 
about the same time a contingent of 
soldiers from another country whose 
records are hardly. less  bdrilliant 
than those of the “Blue Devils,” the 
party consisting of 853 Belgians on their way home 
after fighting nearly three years on foreign soil. 

Early in the war these men, members of an armored 
motor corps, were ordered to Russia because Russia 
hoas in need of armored cars and men to operate them. 
To reach the Russian front they traveled nearly 6000 
miles. When they arrive in Belgium they will have 
traveled entirely around the world. The story of their 
erperiences is an intensely interesting one, and here 
dt is: 


Route Taken 


Russia 


HEN the Germans swept over Bel- 
gium, they left their homes and 
their families and went out 
to fight. Quickly the war was 
transformed into trench fighting 
and the armored cars were of no 
use. When a call came from Rus- 

sia King Albert of Belgium asked for volunteers. 

So many stepped forward that count was lost. But 
of the host of those selected these 353 are the rem- 
nants. With their immature tanks, they sailed from 
a port in France, traversed the submarine zone, round- 
ed the Scandinavian peninsula; then entered the Arctic 
Ocean. Traversing the White Sea, they landed at 
Archangel, in the far north of Russia. 

Hundreds of miles inland they traveled, and at last 
they reached Gen. Brussilof. They left France in No- 
vember, 1915; they attained their destination.in time 
for the June drive of 1916. The journey had been 
made after more than a year of fighting on the Bel- 
gian front. They had gone already from Liege to the 
Marne, from the Marne to Ypres; some had been in 
Louvain and Antwerp. 

Petrograd and Moscow were 
visited on their way to Gali- 
cia, where they were. to fight. 
In the Russian capital the 
Czar met them and invited 
them to Tsarkoe Selo, and in 
his honor they gave a parade. 
At that time there was no 
thought but that Russia 
would fight as Belgium and 
France were fighting and as 
Britain was fighting. 

They saw much fighting in 
Galicia. At one time, when 
69 of them were in a front 
line, only 29 came back. On 
another occasion they saved 
an entire Russian division. 

This Russian division was 
hard pressed by the Austrians, 
who had driven a deep V into 
their center. Into this the lit- 
tle band of Belgians crashed 
with their motor cars, fight-

pletely. Their daring surprised the Austrians to such 
an extent that they were demoralized, thinking the 
whole Russian army had swept down on them. As a re- 
sult, the Russians advanced and captured 20,000 prison- 
ers, many guns and an abundance of supplies. This feat 
was accomplished by 400 Belgians, with 20 motor cars. 

They would have been fighting there yet, according 
to their own declarations, but the revolution came on 
and the Russian army was demoralized. They met 
Kerensky and of him they speak highly. He was every- 
where, they said, unmindful of bullets, careless of 
danger, whether it was from within or without. 

Almost all these veterans wear medals, some having 
six strung across their breasts. They are medals grant- 
ed by the French and Belgian Governments and by the 
Russian Government, Kerensky having conferred the 
Cross of St. George on many of the Belgians. 

When it was seen that Russia was through as a com- 
batant, it would have been easy for these men to have 
scattered and thus ended all fighting so far as they 
were concerned. Some had married Russian girls and 
the agents of the Bolsheviki were busy among them. 
Inducements were offered for them to continue to bear 
arms for the Bolshevik cause, but these were refused. 
Belgium needed them, the soldiers said, and to Bel- 
gium they proposed going. 

But there were obstacles in the way. The Belgians 
were at Kiev, which is some thousands of miles from 
Flanders. Also there were the Bolsheviki to be reck- 
oned with. Permission to depart was refused. Then 
permission to go was given, but the arms must be left 
behind. Finally a start was made. Then the train 
was shunted back and the Bolshevik ultimatum given 
—the Belgians were to stay in Russia. 

Quietly, the veterans got out and formed, un- 
loading their machine guns also. There was 
no more trouble and they were allowed to pro-

ceed across Siberia. Their food they 
purchased along the way. They got 
to Viadivostok and then to Harbin, 
where they set sail for San Francisco, 
arriving there May 12. 

Since their arrival in this country 
they have given the impression of be- 
ing a lot of boys—boys on an expedi- 
tion of pleasure. They sing, they 
laugh, they chaff one another. They 
tell stories, they play pranks. It is 
only when their faces are in repose 
a that lines chiseled by the war appear. 

ee In their arms were the same rifles 

they had borne in Belgium, France 

and in Russia, and which they purposed bearing again 

in Belgium. The same bugles that called them in 

Belgium, France and Russia assembled them here: the 
same band played on the streets. Se 

As subjects for interviews, they are most unsatis- 
factory, even those who speak English. 

“Our families?” repeated Lieut. Edgar Vanderdouckt, 
“we do not know of them. The Germans came and”— 
The officer shrugged his shoulders. 

“Yes, but we're going back,” said another young 
Lieutenant,” his English precise and formal. “We are 
going back to fight.” 

“That is what We are thinking about,” continued 
Lieut. Vanderdouckt. “We are trusting that those 
near and dear to us have escapea. But until we wrest 
our land back we can think only of Belgium as a coun- 
try and not as it relates to any one of us.” 

In Chicago Lieut. Vanderdouckt was embraced fer- 
vently by a middle-aged man. He was an uncle of the 
young Lieutenant who hadn’t seen him since he wag 
a baby, but picked him out almost instantly. 

Lieut. John B. Brasseur, one of the escorts of the 
party, came to America 27 years ago from Belgium 
and for many years oe an American citizen. Up 
to 1015 he was-a-practicing physician in Norway, 
Mich. But he forsook his practice when the call came, 
went overseas and enlisted. 

Lieut. Brasseur has not been wounded, although his 
steel helmet has been shattered several times by shells 
and he has been in the thick of the fighting since he 
enlisted. His family was visiting in Brussels when the 
Gtrmans invaded Belgium, but escaped to Holland 
through friends, and his wife and children are now 
safe in Christiania, Norway. He has not seen them 
since 1914. 

Lieut. Brasseur is in America on furlough and must 
return to the front by Sept. 15. He is 53 years old.

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BR From Neustrelitz 
Further Prison Camp Experiences of Gunner Depew — 


CONTINUED FROM LAST SUNDAY 


E had one bucket in each barracks, and 
as these buckets were used for both wash- 
ing and drinking, they were always dirty. 
We boiled the water when we washed the 

«clothes, to get rid of the cooties, and that left 
a settling in it that looked just like red lead. We had 
to get the water from a hydrant outside of the 
barracks, and for a while we drank it. But after 
several of the boys had gone west and we could not 
figure out why, a man told us he thought the water 
was poisoned, and a Russian doctor, who was a pris- 
oner, slipped us word about it also. So after that, 
very few of us drank water from the hydrant. I was 
scared stiff at first, because I had had some of the 
water, but after that I did not touch hydrant water. 

It was a good thing for us that there was always 
plenty of snow in Germany, and even luc!ier that the 
Huns did not shoot us for eating it. It was about the 
only thing they did not deprive us of—it was not ver- 
boten. 


| thought I knew what tough cooties were in the 
trenches, but they were regular mollycoddles com- 
pared to the pets we had in the prison camps. After 
we boiled our clothes we would be free from them 
for not more than two hours, and then they would 
come back, with reinforcements, thirsting for ven- 
geance. 

The men would sit in the barracks with their shirts 


off searching for cooties, and they got to calling it. 


‘reading the news.’ It looked just as though they 
were reading a newspaper, It is not a very nice thing 
to talk about, but you can figure for yourself how 
swarming with lice we were when I tell you that we 
even had them on our shoestrings and in our eye- 
brows. 

It was real labor “reading the news,” and I got sick 
of doing it, so I figured out a way of getting rid of 
my little friends. It was bitter cold at night, so I 
soaked my shirt in the water bucket and then hung it 
on the barbed wire, thinking I could freeze them 
out. Next morning it was frozen stiff and hard as a 
rock, and I took it back in the bar- 
racks and dried it. It took a long time, 
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Young American sailor lells of suffer- 
ing of himself and others, as they 
were transferred in the dead of 
winter, wearing insuf ficient cloth- 
ing and in a state of starvation— 
Brutalities of the German sen- 
tries, how the slightest misde- 
meanors were punished out of all 
proportion to the offense, and the 
never-ending fight with “cooties” 


The cars finally pulled in, and, as usual, the win- 
dows were smashed, the doors open, and the compart- 
ments just packed with snow. When we saw this, 
we knew we were going to get worse treatment, even, 
than we had been getting, and many of us wanted to 
die. It had not been unusual for some of the men to 
tell the Germans to shoot them, at Neustrelitz, but 
they never would when we wanted them to, and it 
seemed as though it was always a man who wanted to 
live who did get it and went west. 

‘But when they were drilling us into the cars, one of 
the men had all he could stand, so he got out of the 
car they had just put him in, and began to dance 
around so that they 
could not help seeing 
him. A sentry yelled at 
him and started over to 
where he was jumping 
around and the Limey 
yelled back, ‘““‘Who the 


and I did not see a single cootie. So I 

was all swelled up about it, and I told 

the other fellows I had done the trick at 

last, and the boys figured that they 

would have the barbed wire covered 
with shirts every night. 


But when it was dry and I had put it 
on, | found out that you cannot freeze 
them. And how they did kick me! I 
think they were hungrier than ever, be- 
cause they had not had anything to nib- 
ble at all night, and the fresh air gave 
them an extra appetite. So there were 
no more shirts hung out on the barbed 
wire. 


The camp at Neustrelitz was sur- 
rounded by big dogs, which were kept 
just outside the barbed wire. We had 
them going all the time. Every once in 
a while some fellow would throw a 
stone at a dog and he would make an 
awful racket, and the next thing we 
knew, there was Fritz coming like a 
shot, with musket at his hip, just as 
they carry them in a charge, and blow- 
ing whistles at each other until they were blue in 
the face. Whenever they thought gomeone was escap- 
ing they ran twice as fast as I ever saw them 
run, except when the Foreign Legion was on their 
heels at Dixmude. 

When they got up to the dogs, they would first talk 
to them, and after that, they would rest their rifles on 
the wire and yell “Zuruck!” at us. We all enjoyed this 
innocent pastime very much, and we were glad they 
had the dogs. 

There were some things the Huns did that you just 
could not explain. For instance, one of the Russians 
walked out of the kuche, as we were passing, and we 
heard a bang! and the Russian keeled over and went 
west. Now, he had not done anything, and the other 
Russians said he had behaved himself, worked hard and 
trad never had any trouble. They just killed him, and 
that is all there is to it. But not one of us could figure 
out why. 

After we had been at Neustrelitz for three weeks 
they drilled us out of the camp to a railway station, 
and stood us in the snow for four hours waiting for 
the train. We were exhausted and began falling, one 
by one, and each time one of us fell, the sentries 
would yell, “Nicht krank!”’ and give us the rifle butt. 
We had our choice of standing up and dying or falling 
down and being killed, and it was a fine choice to 


have to make. 
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it and took it way. We were wilder than ever then, 
but we could not do anything. 

It got colder after we left Wittenberg, and the snow 
blew into the cars through the windows and doors until 
we were afraid to sleep for fear of freezing. It was 
the worst night I have ever seen, and the coal bunk- 
ers on the Yarrowdale seemed like a palace compared 
to the compartments, because we could at least move 
around in the ship, while in the train we could not 
move at all, and were packed so close that we could not 
even stretch our legs and arms. Some of the men did 
die, but not in my compartment, though most of us 
were frostbitten about the face. 

We thought that night would never end, but day 
eeme finally, and though it seemed to get colder and 
colder, we did not mind it so much. At about 11 that 
morning we arrived at a place called Minden and saw 
a prison camp there—just a stockade near the tracks, 
with the boys out in the open. We waved to them, and 
they waved back and gave a cheer-oh or two. We felt 
sorry for them, because we knew we were not going 
to that camp, and from what little we saw, we knew we 
could not be going to a worse place than they were 
in. I shall never forget Minden, because it was here 
that I received the only cigarette I had while I was in 
Germany. 

Minden is quite a railway center, I ss, and when 
we pulled into the depot, we saw man ps going 
to the front or coming back. As at all important Ger- 
man railway stations, there was a Red Cross booth on 
the platform, with German girls handing out barléy 
coffee and other things to the German soldiers. I saw 
a large shanty on the platform, with a Red Cross paint- 
ed over the door. I saw the girls giving barley coffee 
to the soldiers, and I thought I would have a try at 


it and at least be polite enough to give the girls a 


chance of refusing me. I was refused, 
all right, but they were sd nasty about it 
that I put down my head and let some- 
thing slip. I do not remember just what 
it was, but it was not very complimentary, 
I guess. Anyhow, I did not think anyone 
near there understood English, but evi- 
dently someone heard me who did, for I 
got an awful boot that landed me 10 or 
12 feet away. I fell on my hands and 
knees, and about a yard away I saw @ 
cigarette stub. I dived for it like a man 
falling on a football, and when I came up 
that stub was safely in my pocket. And 
it stayed there until I reached Dulmen 
and had a chance to light it behind the 
barracks. If any of the other men had 
smelled real tobacco, they would proba- 
bly have murdered me, and I could not 
have blamed them for it. 


That was the first and last cigarette I 
got in Germany and you can believe me

hell do you think you are, you dirty German —— 
——!"’ and we thought he surely would get his. 


But instead of plugging him, the sentry took him 
by the arm and put him in his own compartment, and 
late that night gave him a cigarette stub. So you see, 
when you want to die, they will not kill you. 

However, all of us nearly got killed when we reached 
Wittenberg. When the train stopped there, we saw 
a big wagon load of sliced bread on the station plat- 
form and we all stared at it. We stood it as long as 
we could, and then we made a rush for it. But when 
we got nearer, we saw that there were four sentries 
guarding it and four women issuing it out to the Ger- 
man soldiers. They would not give us any, of course. 


So we stood around and watched the Huns eat it, 
while they and the women laughed at us, and pre- 
tended that they were starving and would groan and 
rub their stomachs and say, ‘“Nichts zu essen,’ to each 
other, and then grab a big hunk of bread and eat it. 
What we did not say to them was very little indeed. 
We were certainly wild if any men ever were. 


Then some of us said we were going to get some of 
that bread if we went west for it. So we started a 
fight, and while they were attending to some of us, the 
others grabbed and hid all the bread they could. They 
rousted .us back into the cars and we were just start- 
ing to divide up the bread when they caught us with 


when I say that I enjoyed it. 

There was not much to it, but I smoked it until 
there was not enough left to hold in my mouth, and 
then I used what was left and mixed it with the bark 
that we made cigarettes out of. Incidentally, this 
bark was great stuff. I do not know what kind of 
tree it was from, but it served the purpose. Whenever 
a fellow wanted to smoke and lit one of these bark 
cigarettes, a few puffs were enough. He did not want 
te smoke again for some time afterward, and like 
as not, he did not want to eat either. They were 
therefore very valuable. 


It is very hard to get matches in the camps, and 
when any prisoner does get hold of one, it is made 
to last a long time. Here is how we made 
a match last. Someone gives up the sleeve of 
his coat, and the match is carefully lit, and the coat 
sleeve burned to a crisp. Then we take a button from 
our coats—the buttons are brass, with two holes in 
them—pass a shoe string through the holes, knot 
the ends, and, with the button in the center of the 
string buzz it around as you have seen boys do, with 
the string over both hands, moving the hands to- 
ecther and apart until the button revolves very fast. 


We then put a piece of flint against the crisped cloth 
and buzz the button against it until a spark makes the 
crisp glow, and from this we would light our bark 
cigarettes. I do not think any man in the world 
could inhale one of these bark cigarettes; some of us 
tried it and went right to sleep. 

Late that night we arrived at Dulmen, Westphalia. 
We were rousted out of the carriages, mustered on 
the platform, counted, then drilgd through the streets. 
In spite of the lateness, the streets were pretty well 
filled with people, and they zig-zagged us through all 
the streets they could, so that all the people would 
have a chance to see the crazy men, as they called

T was the second month of the strike, and not 
a pound of freight had been moved. Things 
did look smoky on the West End. The general 
superintendent happened to be with us when 
the news came.

Our contracting freight agent on the coast at that .

“From Neustrelitz to Dulmen

The Russian prisoners at Dulmen were certainly a 
miserable looking bunch.. They spent most of their 
time wandering around the Russian barracks, hunting 
for rotten potato peelings and other garbage, which 
they would eat. When they saw Fritz throw out his 
swill, they would dive right through the barbed wire 
one after another, and their hands and face and 
clothes were always torn from it. It was unhealthy 
to stand between the Russians and their garbage 
prey—they were so speedy that nothing stopped them. 

One morning, just after barley-coffee time, I came 


- out of the barracks and saw an Australian arguing 


with the sentry. I was not only curious, but anxious 
to be a good citizen, as they say, so I went up and 
slung an ear at them. The Australian had asked Fritz 
what had been done with the flag that the Huns were 
going. to fly from Eiffel Tower in Paris. 

That was too deep for Fritz, so the Australian an- 
swered it himself. ‘“‘Don’t you know, Fritz? Well, we 
have no blankets, you know.” 

Still the sentry did not get it. So the Australian 
carefully explained to me—so that Fritz could hear— 
that the Germans had no blankets and were using the 
flag to wrap their cold feet in. 

This started a fight, of course—the German idea of a 
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all the prisoner receives during that time, but it is 
pretty mild compared to some of the things the 
Huns do. 

One morning I thought for sure I was going cafard. 
I was just fed up on the whole business, and sick of © 
doing nothing but suffer. So I strolled along, sticking 
my head into barracks doors, sometimes trying to 
have a talk, other times trying to pick a fight. It 
was all one to me, I just wanted something to do. I 
found what I wanted, all right. 

I had quite a talk with a sentry in front of a bar- 
racks. It must have lasted three-quarters of an hour. 
He did not know what I was calling him, and I did not 
know what he was calling me. I could have handled 
him all right, but another sentry came up on my blind 
side and grabbed me, and the talk was over. 

They dragged me to the commander of the camp, 
and he instructed themr to give me a bath. So they 
took me to the bathhouse, where I was stripped and 
lashed. All the time they were whipping me, I was 
thinking what a joke it was on me, because I had 
been looking for excitement and had got more than 
1 wanted, so I laughed, and the Huns thought I was 
crazy sure. 

Now the Germans have a kind of blue salve, on the 
order of soft soap. When you rub it on your face and 
take it off with a stick, it gives you as close a shave 
as any barber could. So they smeared it all over me, 

and I quit laughing. It felt like lye where 
I had been lashed. I was dumped into 
a vat of hot water, and at the same time 
my clothes were given a boiling, which 
was good for them. 

When I came out of that bath there 
was not a hair on my body, except my 
head. I was just like a peeled onion, but 
far weaker. And how I did itch when the 
hair began to sprout agaih a few days 
later! It was a torture that lasted, I can 
tell you. 


Then I was forced into my wet cfothes 
and marched to the barracks. This bath 
and the stroll through the snow in wet 
clothes just about did for me. Nowadays 
when I sit in a draft for a second and 
catch cold, I wonder that I am still alive 
to catch it. Having gone through Dix- 
mude and the Dardanelles and the sink- 
ing of the Georgic, and four German 
prison camps, and a few other things—I 
shall probably trip over a hole in the 
church carpet and break my neck. That 
would be my luck. 


The Russians were very fond of this 
blue salve. As they did most of the cook- 
ing and were near the bathhouses, they 
had a fine opportunity for stealing lots 
of it. What they used it for I do not 
know, but their barracks were full of it. 

There were all the diseases you can 
think of in this camp, including black 
cholera and typhus, and somebody was

his barracks and asked for the Yank. 
They pointed him out to me where he was 
lying on the floor. I went over and laid down with 
him and we had quite a talk.

He had received several wounds at the time kc was 
taken prisoner. He had been in the Canadian service 
for two years. We used to talk about New York and 
Boston and the different places we knew in both towns, 
and we also talked a lot about the rotten treatment 
we were receiving, and tried to cook up some plan 
of-escape. But every one we could think of had been 
uged by someone else, and either had failed, or the 
Huns had fixed it so the plan could not be tried again. 
We doped out some pretty wild schemes at that. Al- 
together, we became great pals, and were together as 
much as possible at Dulmen. The day I left the 
camp, he gave me a ring made from a shell, and told 
me to get it safely back to the States, but someone 
stole it at Brandenburg. 


One day while I was in his barracks, an Englishman 
stepped out of the door for some reason or other, 
and though he did not say a word to Fritz, in two 
minutes he was dead, in cold blood. We never knew 
why they killed him. 

At Swinemunde and Neustrelitz, I must admit that 
the Germans had us pretty badly buffaloed, but at Dul- 
men the prisoners were entirely different. Dulmen 
was the receiving camp for the whole western front, 
and the prisoners there got -to be pretty tough eggs, as 
far as Fritz was concerned, before they had been in 
camp many days. They thought nothing of picking 
a fight with a sentry and giving him a good battle, 
even though he was armed with rifle and bayonet. 
We soon learned that unless his pals are around a 
German will not stand by his arguments with his fists.

He had heard | was 
there as well as the Boston man in the Canadian serv- 
ice, but he had been too sick to look us up, and in fact 
did not give a damn what happened, he was so mis- 
erable. He had been wounded several times and died 
in a day or two. I never knew how he came to be 
in the Australian service. 

Those two and myself were the only Americans I 
knew of in this prison camp—whether in Canadian, 
Australian or French service. The other two had 
been captured in uniform, so there was no chance 
of their being released. 


Dulmen was very near the Dutch border, and as it 
was quite easy to get out of the camp, attempts at 
escape were frequent. Most of those who ran away 
were brought back, though. The Germans were so 
easy on those who tried to run away that I almost 
thought they were encouraging them. One chap was 
doing his 10 days in the guardhouse for the sixth 
time while I was there—that is, he had just about com- 
pleted his period of detention. He claimed that the 
sixth time he had really got across the border, and 
was arrested in a little town by the Dutch authorities 
and turned over to the Germans. That is against the 
law in most countries, but he swore it was the truth. 
I am not so sure myself. He got away for the seventh 
time while I was at Dulmen and was not returned. 

iyo days in the guardhouse is not such a light pun- 
isitment after all, because water three times a day is 


always dying. We had to make coffins 
from any wood we could find. So it was 
not long before we were using the divid- 
ing boards from our bunks, pieces of 
flooring and, in fact, the walls of the bar- 
racks. The officers were quartered in corrugated iron 
barracks, so they had to borrow wood from us for 
their coffins. We would make the box and put the 
body in it, give it as much service as we could in the 
way of prayers and hymns, and put it away in a hole | 
near the barracks. There was so much of it that a 
single death passed unnoticed. : 

One morning the German sentries came to our bar- 
racks—they never came singly—and told us that an 
officer was going to review the prisoners, and ordered 
us to muster up, which we did. I was the last man 
out of the barracks, and on account of my wounds I 
was slower than the rest. 

You understand, I had had no medical treatment 
except crepe paper bandages and water; my wounds 
had been opened by swimming from the Georgic to 
the Moewe, and they had been put in terrible shape in 
the coal bunkers. On account of the poor food and 
lack of treatment they had not even started to heal. 
Incidentally, the only cloth bandages that any of us 
had were what we would tear from our clothes, and I 
have seen men pick up an old dirty rag that someone 
else had had around his wound for a long time, and 
bandage his own wounds with it. 

So it was all I could do to drag myself along. The 
officer noticed that I was out of line, and immediately 
asked my name and nationality. When he heard 
“American,” he could not say enough things about 
us, and called me all the swine names he could 
think of. ,

HERE was held recent- 

ly in New York a 

“world’s congress” of 

dare-deviis. A dozen 

of the most famous 

men and women who 

make their living by 

performing various death-defying, 

hair-raising “stunts” for the en- 

tertainment of less adventurous 

mortals, gathered together and for 

a week displayed their utter con- 

‘tempt for the law of gravitation and 

other laws. It was. the first gath- 
ering of its kind. 

It is no reflection on their ability 
and daring, however, to say that for 
most persons the thrill has gone 
out of their performances. Some of 
the performers themselves. admit it. 
With thousands of men going to 
death with reckless abandon on the 
war fronts of Europe, with avi- 
ators performing unheard-of 
“stunts” merely as a part of their 
day’s work, the public has become 
hardened to the point that it can 
witness high dives, loop the loops 
and other feats with scarcely a 
quiver. 

There are some 2000 men and 
women in the United States who 
make a living by performing reck- 
less stunts, and most of them have 
been doing it for years without seri- 
ous accident. Chief among those at 
Madison Square Garden was Dare- 
Devil Schreyer, whose “death-de- 
fying stunt” of catapulting him- 
self through the air to a tiny tank 
more than a hundred feet away 
from the end of a 
chute which he 
traverses on a bi- 
cycle is recog- 
nized “in the pro- 
fession” .as_ the 
greatest of all 
dare-devil acts. 

Next in impor- 
ses tate. woe. ak, was 
calls himself not below 
“The Human me. 
Comet.” Nervo, 
whose real name is Albert Gorman, has a habit of div- 
ing 60 or 70 feet to a wooden skidway, which he strikes 
on his chest. In the opinion of many, his “stunt” is 
even more dangerous than Schreyer’s. For Schreyer 
dives in water, while Nervo takes the full force of his 
fall on wooden planks. 

The Great Calvert, who is a high-wire walker; Cuba 
Crutchfield, “king of the lasso and lariat;”» Miss Mae 
O'Loughlin, the world’s champion novelty high diver, 
and Capt. Scholl were also in attendance. Capt. 
Scholl is famous as a lion tamer and his particular feat 
ia riding bareback on one of his pets. Miss O’Laugh- 
lin’s “stunt” 4s more spectacular. She is suspended by 
her toes some 80 feet above a shallow tank of water 
and drops headforemost into it. 

There were two famous high 

divers at the congress— 
Charles A. Bigney of Boston 
and Kearny P. Speedy, as well 
as- two loop-the-loop and leap- 
the-gap performers. In addi- 
tion, the four Lukens, who 
have a spectacular casting act, 
were in attendance. 

“It’s all inthe day’s work,” 
said Nervo. “I can dive on my 
chest twice a day, seven days a 
week, 52 weeks of the year.

I will never forget, and on that 
occasion [ had enough thrills to 
last me for all time. . 

“The owners of the Masonic 
Building in Chicago wanted to ad- 
vertise their new structure _ and 
they engaged me to dive from the 
twelfth floor—136 feet—to my 
skidway. That was back in 1910. 
I attempted it, and I was in the 


hospital for eight months as a re- 


sult.. | made the dive all right, 
and I landed on my chest, ex- 
actly as I intended, but the impact was too 
much for the skidway. Its support gave way and I 
was buried in the wreckage. I don’t know how many 


ribs were broken, but I remember seeing 3,000,000 - 


stars. However, the owners of the building were 
greatly pleased. It was a great advertisement!” 

“My most thrilling moment?” repeated Charles A. 
Bigney. “I hardly know off hand. I’ve been doing 
high-diving stunts for 26 years, but I have had more 
black and blue marks than thrills. Still, the night I 
dove 90 feet into a wooden tank with only four and 
one-half feet of water, only to have its sides burst, 
gave me a thrill I won’t forget in a hurry. The im- 
pact of my body caused the wooden tank to fall apart 
and instead of coming to the surface with a smile 
I found myself floundering on the floor. Of course, 
fhe water broke my fall. Otherwise I would 
have been killed outright, but it was a bit 
nerve racking. And I have a scar or two 
to this day as a result of it.’’ 

“Something like that happened to me,” 
interrupted Speedy, Bigney’s high-diving 
rival. “It was on Washington's birthday, . 
eight years ago, and right here in New 
York, at the American Theater. I was 
making a 90-foot dive at every perform- 
ance, and doing very nicely, thank you, 
until that fatal night. I believe I must 
have celebrated George’s birthday too well. 
At any rate, the moment after I began 
my dive I knew that I would never reach 
the tank. I had miscalculated the distance. 
If I had known how to fly I would have 
been all right, but my efforts to learn at 
the moment were futile. My legs struck 
the edge of the tank, with the result that 
I had 126 stitches taken in them, and I 
didn’t do any more diving that year. I 
was properly thrilled, believe me.” 

“And your most exciting moment?” I 


asked, turning to Miss O’Loughlin, who had joined the 


little group of dare-devils. 

“The day I made my first high dive, in Boston, back 
in 1909,” replied the ‘World’s Champion Novelty High 
Diver.’ The moment just before I took the plunge was 
terrible. I felt that I’d have to quit, but I was afraid 
to. So I gaid to myself, it’s a short life but a merry 
one, and dove. When I heard the crowd cheering I 
knew all was well. But wait a minute,” she went on, 
“that wasn't the most thrilling moment. You know,

You see, 
the Elks at Victor had ar- 
ranged a barbecue and 
they had planned to killa 
couple of wild elks along 
with the steers. Well, one 
of the wild elks broke out 
of the pen and charged the 
crowd.
